FROM CHINA AND JAPAN. 

Uorea Declared an Independent State— Failure 
of PortuKuese Treaty Negotiations. 

San Fkancisco, Dec. 5.— China advices 
state that a fire ooourred at Swatow a 

th ago ill which about 800 houses 

Were destroyed, tho total loss amounting 
to .'S700,000, 

The failure of Portuguese treaty nego- 
tiations was said to have been brought 
uboul by the viceroy of tho two Kwangs, 
who has declared himself able to taKe 
and hold Macao without imperial as- 
sislaiiee. 

The (Jueeii H jubilee was cidebraled in 
Hong Kong November t)th. The decora- 
tions were very elaborate, and thousand.s 
of visitors wore in the city to witness the 
coremonies. 

A correspondent in Ticn-Tsin stales 
that the Emperor of China, having ascer- 
tained that (.'orea will no longer foi'wi.rd 
annual trilnile to China, lias i.ssiied a de- 
cree in which lie .sets forth that with Ihe 
view I o eausmg a cessation of ])olitical 
dillieiilties arising out of China's claim to 
suzerain rights ovor the poiiiiiHiilar king- 
dom, Corea is declared an independent 
state, and tho receipt of any further 
tribute is prohibited.

Thomas Edison,' tho electrician, when 
uski'.d by a new8pa))or interviewer what 
ho thought of the Kuely motor, replied; 
"I have never seen it, so 1 have no opin- 
ion about it. But all tho results he is said 
to have obtained can bo got from com- 
pressed air. All the air in this room can 
be condensed into a liquid that could bo 
carried in a filbert shell, and its explosive 
force would bo tremendous. Skillfully 
roloased and reconstructed, it would move 
Ii great machine." In reply to tho (jucs- 
tion, "When motive power gets to bo four 
times as cheap as it is, Mr. Edison, what 
will become of the laboring man V" "Ho 
will be enriched by it. Machinery will be 
his slavo. See how machinery has multi- 
plied in the last hf ty years. As a direct 
result, workingmen got double the wages 
they did then, and the necessities of life 
cost only half as much. In other words, 
a hand worker can to-daj buy four times 
as much with ten hours of work as his 
his father could fifty years ago. For the 
tirst time in tlie world's history, a skilled 
mechanic can buy a barrel of Hour with a 
single day's work. 'J'lie nmcliinery in the 
United yt.ites represents the labor of a 
thousand million men, or fifty times as 
much labour as that of all the men in the 
country. When motive power is still 
further cheapened — say in another gen- 
eration — 1 believe that the unskilled la- 
borer, if sober and industrious, can have 
It linuse of his own and a horse and car- 
riage and a library and a piano. It is ter- 
rible stupidity that leads some laboring 
men to suppose tb it machinery is their 
foe. It is the thing that gives llieni inde- 
pendence and even freedom. Withoiu, 
uiacliinery society wcmld drift into the 
coiiilition of master and slave. The mul- 
tiplication of machinery means for every 
worker more food, better clothes, better 
house, loss work. In fact, I believe that 
the indefinite increase of machinery is go- 
ing to solve what folks call 'the labor 
ipiestion'- that is, the desire of the hand 
workers to get a bigger slice of the mar- 
gin of prolit. " 

An interviewer has been inducing tlu 
s eward of a Uuiiarder to furnish liiiii wit I 
an estimate of the stores consumed un the 
double trip across the Atlantic. The 
tigures are rather startling, even in these 
days of big things, but then eating and 
drinking seem to bo going on all day long 
on board the Cunarder. For the single 
journey the steward provides 90 carcasses 
of sheep, 1,000 lbs. of lamb, 4,500 lbs. of 
mutton. 1,200 lbs. of beef, 2,500 lbs. of 
ham, ,")uO fowls, and other perishable eoni- 
estibles in proportion. Amongst these 
lunst \m reckoned 12,000 eggs, of which 
the daily consumption is reckoned at 
1,500, and 2,000 lbs. of butter. Pretty 
well this for seven days I The non-per- 
ishable stores, which are to last for the 
return voyage, are on a couunensiirate 
scale: 20,000 oranges, 20,000 lemons, 500 
lbs. of tea, and 1,400 quarts of condensed 
milk are supplemented by wines, malt 
licpiors, and iiiineriil waters sufhcient to 
i(Ueiich the thirst of an army of giants.

After the cvoiits throuRli wh'ijli tlie limp 
of Kur(j|/c wiiH complolfly nllcroil in 1815 
tho Pnissiaii Fii'ld Miirslml liluclier, the 
Bttvlor of Wellington at Wiitorloo, and 
whom nobodjr llkctl because of his rnde- 
ness and brutality, was put on tho retired 
list. nislu'iiiluMcd by Ill's reiiioviil and 
reduciMl In inautidii and obsrurity, he luft 
Berlin anil went, to njside iu hia caat:le 
sitnatod in J'oiiieriiiiia. Suon lie fell into 
11 deep ineliinclioly, reiiilered more inteuse 
by (iioiwy ainl iiillaiiiiiiation of the chest. 
A .stnmm' t liaiific in lii.s cliarncter took 
place. 'I'liat iTHiuli soldier beonnic titnid, 
even pollrumi. lie would not reniiiin 
olono In tho diirkncs.s; Holitudo threw him 
Into singular anKiiiwhes. Ui» ntnta of 
health was i-cpoi ti'il to the king, who 
esteemed and InM d him a great deal. The 
monarch haviiiy lu-ard that at several 
time.s the niar.sliiil liiul e.xpreased the wish 
of HiM'inn liiin once more before he died, 
re.Holved to visit liini. 

Leaving Heilin in the morning, the 
king of Pniwsla arrived In Krieblowitz 
early In the evening. Immediately he 
was conducted to Blucher's room. The 
sick man, aged 74 years, was reclining on 
a sofa 'placed before a large chimney, in 
which enormous logs of wood were burn- 
ing. Their flames illuminated the room 
and cast mobile and.red roSections on the 
features of the old man wrapped up In 
bearskin. At the entrance of his sover- 
eign in his apartment, Blucher tried to 
rise out of respect for his august visitor, 
who prevented him from doing so. The 
king took a chair and sat by the side of 
the marshal. 

Blucher ordered to be left alone with 
his master. When every one had left the 
room he said: 

"Sire, I have humbly requested your 
majesty to come here. In this ciatle of 
Krieblowitz; rather than not see you I 
would have gone to Berlin myself, al 
though I am dying. I have a secret to 
confide to your nia.jesty, a terrible one. 
Will my king allow nu' io sjieak:'"

After a while the liussiim goviTiiment 
olfered me the grade ol lornet in tiie Itlack 
ilnssiii-H regiment. 1 accepted of a fur- 
lougli to alVord me the o])piirtiiiiity of pay- 
ing a visit to my family, that I had nut 
seen for nl^)nt lis.

THE "RABBIT I'ESl'." 

To THE Euitor: -A groat deal of alarm 
is expressed ut the threatened iinpinta- 
tion of EueUah rabbits to this province, 
and tho fate of Australia is men 

lined as likely to overtake our 
country if the iinjiort.'dioii is 
persisted in. 1 do not share in the gen- 
eral alarni. Knglisll rabbits ba\e In-en 
acclimatized in the Southern .States and 
liroviiices for many years. Many have 
run wild, but their numbers have never 
increased so as to be a nuisance. 
In fact, climatic influences and 
the existence of ravenous wild ;uii 
mills have always ke]it the i-.-ddiits down. 
I have raised Fnglisli rabbits in the east 
and here and they require groat care to 
preserve them, while those that escape to 
the woods are never hoard of again. 

I do not tliink British Columbia has 
anything to fear from any invasion of 
Fiiglish r.ibbils. There are many of tbe 
species here now and no bad results have 
ever been experienced.

NANAIMO FALL ASSIZES. 

LBoforo the Ilfin. Mr^Jnittoi> Crfiase.] 
Tho fall assizes at Nanainio commenced 
on Tuesday at 11 a. in. 

His L'.U'.lsbip adurcs.sed tbe grand jury 
in sul;stance as follows: Tbe list of cases 
to come bebire this assize was certainly' 
not a long one, but it umbi-aecd .several 
sei'ious oflenses. One of the cases, ri:;: 
(»ttle stealing, was new to that district, 
although tho crime has no doubt often 
boon committed, for settlers and others 
have lost T^uable cattle, ./and their loss 
was attributed to theft. Tho most seri- 
ous charge was that of Quiidot chargeii 
w ith tbe murder of Driiig and Miller at 
Cowieliaii. His l..oi'dslii|> briefly reviewed 
the circuiiistanees of this niiirder wliicb 
ho stated had shocked tbe entire commu- 
nity at the time of its discovery. Anuthur 
case was that of Portless charged with 
intimidating and threatening the witness- 
es in the case of Quiulot. 'This His Loril- 
iibip desci'ibed as a most important case, 
as it was an attempt to interfere with tlio 
admiiiiatratioii of justice. .-\nother 
indictment was that against two In- 
dians named Tom and Charley, 
for an attempt to shoot Henry M. 
Fox and I'i. 'iV. Martin, on the West 
Coast while pros|iectiiig. Thou the case 
of .lolm Heaven cliaiged with (1) killing a 
steer and (2) stealing the .siuno. In tliis 
case His Lordship said that it was neces- 
sary that a matter of this kind should be 
carefnllj' considereil b^' both grand and 
petit jurors, so that the protection of the 
law sliuuld be placed over cattle rnnning 
at large, which are sutliciently marked to 
show to whom they belong. His Lordship 
spoke strongly against tho princijile of 
justieud of tho peace taking u])on thum- 
seives the duty of supreme court; judges 
in ailiiiitting to bail men chargeii with a 
serious crime like itattle stealing. Tbe 
sum of ylODO bail in a ease of that nature 
was not niucb more than si law b;iil. lie 
did not wish it to be ilioiiglii foi ,i mo 
ineilt that he was e.-isliie.; the sli:;lilesl 
imputation mi the iioiioraide '^ent li-nieii 
who ailiiiil I i-il I li:a\ en I o h.iil. for -in., i i- 
marks only .-ipplied 1 1 ■ i he priiiei pie i •! I In- 
justices taking upon I lieliiseU i s lln- 
responsibility- i d' ailiiiil I iiiL,' jii-rsons chai-j- 
ed with serious ulb-liees to b.iil. The case 
of .Saiuilel l!|-iglitiiiaii w as .i part of llnit 
against .lolin Dcav en. 

In the case of (.^undet His Lordship 
asked the grand jury to dismiss all pre- 
cuncoi'tod opinions in regard to the mur- 
der of Miller and 1 )rin:; and lie guided 
by the evidence prodiiccil lad'i.i'e I hem.

His Lordshij) concluded by stiitiiej that 
it would be taiitolii:_;y mi his pari in delii'e 
tbe geiiin'al powers of '_'raiiil jui ie.-,. fur Im- 
reeognizeil a iiiniiber of the pi'caent grand 
jurors as being on previous grand jurn a 
.uid therefore fully vei'sed in their duties 
and jiowers. 

The gmnd jury then retired, and after 
a short absence brought in a true lull 
against .-\b'xander Boss, a b.-df-breed 
3'outli, bir an abominable and iiiinieiil inn 
able crime. The aeeiised was placed in 
the dock and plc.-ided guilty. His Lord- 
ship reserved jiiilgmeiit . 

The grand jury also brought in a true 
bill in the case of Pontlcss or Portless. 
charged with intimidating and threaten- 
ing certain witnesses in the case of ibe 
(Jiieen r.-^, (.Juiiilet, for inunler. (hi tin' 
aceiistul lieing called she tailed to answer 
to her bail, which had been ]>iaced at 
•Sl'OO, herself in $ilOO and two sureties of 
Sr>() each. 

Portless, a|ipearing in the eourlboirse a 
few iiiiiiiites after her name bad been 
called, was placed in the dock.

It was a large 
blaol0iuussel, and theseagnllhad dropped 
it from a dizssy height upon my nnollend- 
ing scalp. 

I have studied tho habits of these 
birds protty carefully, and I- know very 
well why he had done It. He was trying 
to got at his dinner, and as the shell of 
the mussel was still unbroken, and I 
wkshed to see him try ag«Jn, I.walked a 
couple of hundred yards away and then 
turned to watch his movements.

Tiiat 6de of the greatest of all ot tho 
cities hnlit by the BnddliiBtB in the east 
should have been forgotten and lost in 
the de^ptlis of a trackless forest for 1,000 
years is a fact that lays a jiowerfnl hold 
on the imapdnatlon.

Ferguson and Slr^'Emerson Tennent have 
heard something of the architectural won- 
ders of Aniirudhapura, the ancient "city 
of granite, " in tho island of Ceylon, and 
of tho uniiarallelcd immunity of its struc- 
tures and rich mouimiental remains from 
the ravages ot tho spoiler and the rellglom 
fanatic.

<leseri|itioii. was discovered only last year. 
So f;ir tile eleaiings lul oxcavutfons art 
stated to yield results which entirely 
au'ree with the mo.-l authentic nccuiint 
extant from an eye 'witness of ancient 
Aiiiiiaiiliapurii — the ('hineso traveler, l''a 
Ulan, who visited it in the early part of 
the Fifth century.
